Buta third disappointment to the plain 
tiff occurred by reagon of the fact that the de- 
fendi.nts, through their counsei, imineditate- 
ly filed a petition and bond for the removal of 
a4he case to the United States Circuit Court for 
abe western division of the Western District of 
Missouri.

I would say that I have been through two 
sieges of it safely by observing the following 
rules: Eat only nutritious food and but little 
fruit, and that at meals; keep up your usual 
strength; don’t expose yourself too much to 
the heat of the sun; donot over-fatigue your- 
selt; keep out of the night air; dress warm; use 
little or no intoxicating drinks; take, as a 
stimulant, two or three grains of quinine three 
times per day before each meal (sugar 
or gelatine coated is the best form); keep your 
bowels free once or twice per day. I have 
been on shipboard and in the West Indies 
when scores died of this disease, and my 
friends trembled for my safety, and last year 
1 was one of the few who ied the advance into 
the Southern States as it began to wane and 
was the most deadly, yet I passed through 
without harm. I believe I owe my life to 
strictly adhering to the above, and hence add 
my wite for the benefit of humanity.

It was a struggle 
between all to get away from the doomed city. 
left Memphis were literally 
packed with passengers and the boats were 
crowded trom stemto stern; all fared alike. 


| The rich had to patup with accommodations 


to which they were unaccustomed; ina flight 
for lite little respect is paid to money. 


Ofcourse, having so many refugees in the 
city, every now and then a wild rumor is start- 


|, edto the effect thatthere were cases of vellow 


fever either in some hotel or in some boarding 
house. Directly the rumor is 
investivated it proves to be 
absolutely withont foundation. If a 
Memphian refugee only hus an attack ot sick 
headache, popular imagination immediately 
runs riot and distorts itintoa virulent attack 
of the yellow scourge. There is no 
chance now of the existence of 
anv case of yellow fever without the 
health authorities being notified thereof. 
The mort stinvent regulations are enforced and 
the most vigilant supervision exercised. Tius 
tnere is not the least occusion forany alarm. 
The city has never been in such a healthy con- 
dition as at the present time and every pre- 
caution has been adopted against the possi- 
bility ot infection from the dreaded disease. 


To be Rigidly Enforced. 

The Board of Health to-day arrived at e 
most important decision. It has been resoived 
to prohibit the landing of any passengers or of 
any baggage inthe city from any steamboat that 
has stopped at Memphis or otherinfected dis- 
tricts. Heretofore the steamer has been de- 
tained at quarantine, and the passengers if 
found to be free from any disease, allowed to 
come on to St. Louis. The vessel 
would be detained over nizht and 
the baggage fumigated, when it would 
be allowed to proceed to its destination. All 
this is stopped now; a most rigid quarantine 
willbe entorced. The sick willbe placed in 
the quarantine hospital and the vessel and 
other passengers detained there or sent on to 
some other point. St. Louis may now be con- 
sidered as closed against any more’ refugees 
by river. 

The Ouachita Belle. 

The Ouachita Bele left Memphis on Wednes- 
day, loaded with treight and a living 
cargo of over six hundred refugees. 
This steamer will be detained at 
quarantine. Whatwill be done wish the 600

A Passenger on the Coahoma. 

At the Board of Health office this morning a 
reporter met a young man, a printer, who had 
just arrived from Quarantine. He left Mem- 
phis last Monday night and came up 
the river On board the Coahoma. He describes 
Memphis asa deserted city. Not more than 
15,000 people are lettin the town, and of this 
number only 3,000 are whites. The stores are 
all closed, and no business what- 
ever is being transacted. The  peo- 
oe are penic-stricken, and every one 

s endeavoring to leaye the city. With the ex- 
ception of the authorities, doctors and nurses 
the inhabitants are living {n constant terror of 
the yellow tever. ey avoid all intercourse 
with each other and try to keep themselves as 
isolated as possible. 


The Board of Health.

Mr. Espenschied, the Mayor's secretary, ts 
kept ovusy issuing certificates of health to all 
railroad passengers south. As many as seven- 
ty or eighty a day are i » princi- 
pally for Texas. Ail passengers over the 
Iron Mountain Road bave to be provided with a 
certificate from the Mayor, The Little Rock 
authorities are so severe in their reguiatious 
that they havesent a physician here, Dr. Gib- 
son, who is stationed at the Union Depot 
and hasto fturnishevery passenger traveling 
thither with a nealth certificate in addition to 
the one granted by Mayor Overstoiz.

The Police. 

The Police Commissioners are assisting the 
sanitary authorities considerably. All the po- 
licemen are instructed to report daily to the 
Chief as to the condition of the alleys andsiums 
ontheir beats. All nuisances, ete., have to be 
promptiy removed. No lentency is shown in 
this respect atall. Heapsof filth and garbage 
are carted,instantly away. A most caretul su- 

vervision of the streets is keptup by the po- 
ice. 


The Hotels. 

At all of the hotels there are quite a number 
of Memphis refugees. The rotundas are 
thronged every day by them, 
and they are easily recoguiza- 
ble. Pivsicians from the Health Office 
inspect the hotels daily, and demand to sec 
unyv of the inmates who may be sick. Thus, 
should anyof the guests be attacked by the 
fever, it wou!d be impossible for them to avoid 
deteci‘on, and they would be immediately 
taken in charge by the Board of Health. The 
large bourding- houses in town are also carefully 
supervised by the physictans.

A Talk With a Coahoma Passenger. 

Major William Gay, of the wholesale grocer 
ifirm of Hi)l, Fontaine & Co., of Memphis, was 
n the :otunda ot the Lindell Hotel to- 
day. Major Gay, it will be remembered, 
had charge of acamp of 800 poor people last 
yeur, of which number only fifty-four died. 
Mr. Gay arrived onthe steamer Coahoma and 
described the trip as follows: ‘*‘We 
left Memphis at 5:30 o’clock 
Morday evening with 750 souls 
on board. We could make nine miles an hour, 
but, on account of the large number aboard, 
Capt. Lee consented to not make wore than 
seven, and thereby lessen the chances for 
accidents. When we arrived at Cairo we were 
hailed by amanin a tug, who, atter asking 
where we hailed from and had 
ws any sickness on board, 
told us we could not land there. We took on 
coal and provisions and came to Cape (Girar- 
deau, where some of the passengers lived. A 
number of people assembied on the 
river bank and = askea us where 
we were from. They told us we e uid not land 
untilthey saw their Councilman. Int. ar 
time some one threw & copy ef . - 
Memphis Appeal and Avalanche ashore; 
which they set about kicking intothe river as 
if exch paper contained a thousand cases of 
yeclow tever. Councilmun could 
not be did not land. 
We had sickness on board but 
a cierk whe fainted anadtwochbildren,who were 
wet by the rain.’’ Mr. Gay said if he was not 
uble to consummate  sowe arrungement 
he had on haud he would 
return to Memphis and do his utmost for the 


the Coahoma, cngaged the se:vices of Dr. E. 
Miles Willit, one of the most experienced 
physicians of Memphis. Mr. Gay said that 
Health Commissioner Francis treated the 
Mewpdiens on the Coahoma at Quarantineina 
most gentlemanly munner. 

Italian Laborers. ie 

Quite noticeable has been the influx of Ital- 
ian laborers from Memphis. Over 300 of them 
have arrived inthis city, and the majority of 
thein have obtained work. Many of them 
have been engaged by the railroad compa- 
nies in East St. Louis to handle the freight in 
piace of the lete strikeis; many more work on 
the levee handling grain. They area quiet, 
peaceable set of men, mostiy unskilled labor 
ers, and do not appear to havé had much diffi- 
culty in finding employment.

The Coopers and their Employers 
Still at Outs, 


Though an Early Adjustment is 
Expected. 


The strike among the Bast St. Louis railroad 
menisatanend. On yesterday the platform 
men on all the railroads, except the I. & St. L. 
and Vandalia, resumed work at the increased 
rates of $1.10 and $1.25aday. The Vandalia 
paid off at two o’clock yesterday, 
and discharged the men. The I. & St. 
L. also paid off, and took their men 
back to work until this afternoon, when they 
followed the example of the Vandalia and dis- 
charged all those who had been in the strike. 
This left both roads without a single man to 
handle freight except those taken from the 
machine shops, and these were not inclined to 
take the job from their fiiends and neighbors. 
Alexander Kessinger, the notorious agitator, 
who has been exhorting the strikers to 
hold out, and making himself conspicuous gen- 
erally, was arrested yesterday evening by a 
United States Deputy Marshal and taken to 
Springfleld. The attair created no excitement 
and but little regret,as it was generally consid- 
ered that he was a useless, troublesome man. 

The discharged men on the Vandalia and I, 
and St. L. got about $50 each, they not having 
received their pay for three months, 
So long deprived had they been of their money 
that this putthemina good humor, and they 
did not take their discharge as hard as they 
otherwise would have done.

READILY COMPLIED WITH. 

When a reporter trom the POST-DISPATCH 
reached East St. Louis this morning there 
were no indications that cy 
strike had been in existence 
to the casual observer. At the west bound 
treight depot of the 1. &St. L. a number of 
‘*greeners’’ were at work unloading cars and 
assorting the freight. Mr. Wright, the manin 
charge, said he was hiring inen wherever he 
could find them and doing the best he could 
under the circumstances. 

‘‘Do you expect any further trouble?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

‘*‘None atall. Itold the men when we dis- 
charged them that they must not come around 
the depot to disturb the men at work. I have 
not seen one of them here this morning except 
an old man who has been sick, and who came 
to get bis pay.’’ 

‘*‘What do you believe the discharged men 
will do?’’ 

‘‘They are mostly small property owners in 
East St. Louis, and will find work wherever 
they can. They are goodmen and I hateto 
part with them; one of them hus been with us 
sixteen years, and several have been here for 
quite a number of years.’’ 

‘*Do they seem to take it hard?’’ 

‘*Oh, ves;they feel pretty bad over it, but 
they will make no trouble. I told them 
if I heard of one of them making any 
trouble we would never give hiin 
anvthing to do again, and I mean what I say.’’ 

‘‘Youthinkthen that vou may take them 
back atter a time?’’ 

‘‘lexpect 50. We will see how we get along 
with these new men.’’ 

**How much are you paying the new men?’’

things looked very orderly. Mr. Malloy, tbe 
French gé@ntleman in charge, was sittinz 
down taking a rest. Ile said it was a good time 
to rest after the fatigues of the past few days. 
A number otf men, all from East St. Louis, 
were hired this morning and put to work at 
$1.25a day. They were good sound-looking 
fellows whe seemed to understand the busi- 
hess. 

Not one of the discharged men was to be seen 
around the depot this morning, and not the 
least trouble is expected. Those who have 
lost their places are taking it very philosoph- 
ically. Some of them were sitting around the 
saloons, but most of them were at home with 
their families, and were not to be seen on the 
streets.

This wasthe 
prevailing opinion at National Hall this morn- 
ing. 

‘*If this is case why don’t your 
bosses yield?’’ queried the reporter, 
standing in the midst of a knot ofthe irreeon- 
cilables. 

‘*Yale ’ave to ask um yerself,’’ was the-sug- 
gestive reply of a& young apprentice whose 
presence in the hall was the first step towards 
asserting the rights of labor. 

Acting upon this hint the reporter called on 


Mr. Thomas Jacobs, proprictor of a shop, cor- 
ner of Fifteenth and Wasb streets, that em- 
ploys from eighty to ninety hauds the year 
round. An interview with Mr. Jacobs ex- 
plained the situation as far as the bosses were 
concerned. These gentleinen are willing to in- 
crease the wages of tneir workmen, but do not 
wish to sign a contract binding them 
to pav certain wages for the 
period of one vear. The objection to this 
proposition is, that other cooper-shops may 
spring up in the interval and, should the city 
contaim any idle coopers, thev might there find 
employment for a compensation that woulda be 
tne means of decreasing the price in barrels, 
much to the loss ofemployers who paid con- 
tract wages. A provisointhe demand of the 
coopers that would compel all prospective 
shops to pay the same prices, or, 
in other words, the passage ot 
a sweeping resolution establishing uniform 
wages tor cooperage in the eity for the period 
stated, would be acceptable to the bosses, and 
the men could go to work to-morrow. 

Mr. Jacous said he wasin sympathy with the 
coepers, and believed their strike a just one. 
He was willing to doall he could to make it 
successful; thought the men had been too 
poorly paid for their labor, and was ready to 
sign the contract at any time.

The 1omiantic vicissitudes of the early life of 
the Countess Solange de Kramer have once more 
become the talk of Paris salons, and theyar , 
indeed, 30 extraordinary that, 
materials far a novel, they would spoil 
the book by their lack of verisimill- 
tude. One night, in 1801, alittle girl about 
one year oid, was deposited in the drawer 


ofthe founaling hospital at Brest. She was 
dressed with much finery, and a note, attach- 
ed to her skirts, told that her name was So- 
lange, and that she would be reclaimed by her 
father.

An account bas been lately published of the 
way in which the indemnity paid by France to 
Germany on the eovclusion of the war of 1#7(4 
71 has been s; ent. Altogether, including the 
war contributions imposed upon Paris andthe 
departments occupied by the German 
troops, Germany bas received from 
France the of 5,254,000,000 francs. 
or about £210,160,000. Of this sum £91,7485,- 
543 were in the tirst instance set aside for im- 
perial purposes, and the remainder was di- 
vided among the several States forming tbe 
Empire, the old North German Contederation 
receiving £79,114,235; Bavaria, £13,4608,819; 
Wurtemberg, £4,245,304, Baden, £3,050 ,493, 
and Hesse, £1.436,509. OF the £91,748 ,543 
set aside for impenmal purposes £25,0455,849 
have been uppropriated to torm 
M pension tuna, £10,800,000 te 
strengthen, enlarge and add to the number of 
the fortified places of the Empire; £5,550 uuu 
tor the purchase and construction of railways 
in Alsace and Lorraine, and £6,447,142 to im- 
prove the fortressesin the two annexed pro- 
vinces; £6,000,000 have been placed in the 
imperial war treasury; £600,000 have been 
awarded in grants tor eminent services; £242,- 
740 have been spent in providing a range on 
which to carry on artillery experiments; 
£300,000 bave been allotted to German su?- 
jects expelled from France, while smalkr 
sums have been appropriated to recompense 
railway companies tor the damage done to 
theiriolling stock; to improve the military, 
telegraphic an@ postal services; to compen- 
sate German ship-owners for losses sustained 
during the war; toextend the military topo- 
grapbical department; to enlarge the artillery 
workshops at Strasburg; to provide commemo- 
rative medais, and to construct a building for 
the Reichstag.

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TEARING UP THE ARMY. 


“Thek President Bent on Retiring Every 
Officer Who Has Passed His Time in 
Order to Make Room for Personal 

Favorites. 

[From the Washington Post. ] 

The army retired list is to be recruited in 
September by a number of éfficers who will 
then have reached the age of sixty-two, and 
considerable interest is being manifested in 

. filling the vacancies thus created. Several of 
the officers named for retirement vrefer to 
continue in activeservice, it is said, but Hayes 
insists they shal¥fall back and make room for 
favorites of his. \ In his nominations, from 
the very beginning of his fraudulent term, he 
has shown a shameful wart of regard for the 
morale of the army. Civilians, and in some 
cases of bad character, have been ‘‘jumped’’ 
over honorable officers who had served for 
years. Only a few weeks ago, out of four 
nominations for paymasters with the rank of 
Major, three were civilians who had never 
seen apy military service, andone at least was 
of very questionable reputation. Adjutant- 
General Townsend is marked for retirement in 
September, and General Drum, Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General, is entitled to the successer- 
ship by right of seniority of rank; but Hayes 
has another oflicer selected for the honor. He 
proposes to appoint General Whipple to the 
position if he can get the corsent of the 
Senate. General Whipple is only a Licu- 
tenant-Colonel, while Gen. Drum is a Colo- 
nel, but Whipple served as Chief of Staff for 
Gen. Sherman for vears, and the Sherman in- 
flence controls Hayes in this piece of favorit- 
ism. Gen. Drum, besides being entitled 
by rank and law to the promotion, is certainly 
familiar with the duties of the office, while 
Whipple knows nothing about the position 
or its requirements. “The nomination will 
be bitterly contested in the Senate, and the 
indications are that Whipple will not be con- 
firmed, even though Drum may not get the 
place. The latter isa Pennsylvanian and 
has the friendship vf both Senators from 
that State, who wil resent any slight put 
upon him. Logan will fight W hipple to the 
bitter end. He has not forgotten or forziven 
—and swears be never will—the contemptu- 
ous manner in Which bis services as a General 
were treated of in **Sherman’s Memoirs,’’ 
and Whipple is credited with having written 
that book. Logan and Frank Blair were sent 
down to history as mere ‘ ‘political generals, *? 
rood in a windy campaign on the stump, but 
useless in war. Logan prides himself, and 
justly too, upon his military services. and will 
never vote to confirm the man who decried 
them. He will make Whipple fecl his power, 
and towetber with the other adverse influences 
in the Senate will, in all saaien vite, defeat 
him if meminated. ‘The Senate Military Com- 
mittee, with a single exception, favor Gen. 
Drum’s promotion, and the man who gets the 
place must through the hands of that 
committee, 

There is a contest for the position of Surgeon- 
General, to be made vacant by retiremeut in 
September, that will also probably be carried 
to the Senate. Dr. Crane, the Assistant Sur- 
geon-General, is entitled to the promotion, 
upon the retirement of Dr. Barnes, but Dr. 
Baxter. Medical Purveyor, is trying to jump 
over his .head and alight into the vac ancy. 
Baxter began to get signers to a petition for 
bis appointment as soon as the retirement 
of Barnes wae whispered, and _ the first 
name he sought and got was that of Citizen 
Foster, Radieal candidate for Governor of 
Ohio. He next got the autographs of Gar- 
field, Young, Butterworth and other Buckeye 
Radicals, no doubt thinking that would fix 
him with Hayes. Dr. Crane has pot, it 
seems, made any efforts in his own behalf, 
being content to rest upon his legal right to 
promotion. Dr. Alexander, now on duty at 
West Point, is also an applicant for the ap- 
pointment. The names, of Foster, Garfield 
and other leading Kadicals have given the 
Baxter application a political phase, and if he 
goes Lefore the Senate with this sort of 2 case 
he may come to grief. 

Gen. Ingalls is doing bis best to crowd Gen. 
Meigs, Quartermaster-Ge neral, upon the re- 
_ tired list, in the be lief that he would step’ into 
' his shoes; but just when it is probable that 
the pushing process will prove successful a 
to Meigs, another candidate for the position 
puts in an appleation inthe person of Gen. 

’ Hazen, who was recently summarily ordered 
back to his regiment by Gen. Sherman for 
expressiag himself too plainly in a communi- 
cation to the latter. 

Just before leaving for Europe, Senator 
Edmunds sent a note to Mr. Hayes requesting 
him not to retire Paymastey-General Alyord 
until he (Edmunds) should return, but this 
request has not been listened to, and Alvord 
must go with the others. The oflicer next in 
rank 1s {Col. Brown, but D. W. MeCiure is 
preparing for a **jump’’ over rank.

Iie Falls from the Summit of a Rocky 


Hill to Its Base. 
i\From the New York Times.] 

Morris Mountain is a rocky hill, rising ab- 
ruptly above the Passaie River, just after that 
streum has plunged over the falls at Paterson, 
N.J. Its base is red sandstone for fifty feet, 

. above which the rugged trap rises for another 
hundred feet. On the river side the hill pre- 
sents alfnost a sheer precipice of one bundred 
and fifty feet, sloping a trifle near the top.

’clock be rose, probably to rejoin his ‘men, 
In rising, his foot slipped upon a 
loose stone, and a moment Jater he fell head- 
long over the side of the monntain, struck 20 
feet below, bounded into the air, and then 
wenttumbling over and over through the 
Sheer descent of fully 130 feet. His body struck 
with a dull thud upon the rocks at the base, 
bounded up, and went rolling down to still 
deeper depths, to the very foot of the hill, and 
Within a short distance of the basin below the 
falls.

Ismail’s Departure from Egypt with 
His Harem. 

{Alexandria Correspondence London Standard. | 

No sooner was'the abdication, or rather the 
deposition, of the inte Khedive accomplished 
than onders were given for the Royal yacht to 
be prepared with all speéd to convey him and 
family beYond the shores of Egypt. No par- 
ticular residence was indicated, and. having a 
beautiful and spacious palace at Constantino- 
ple, his Highness naturally wish- 
ed _ to occupy his own property 
in.Turkey;..put hostile counsels 
yailedy and the Sultan refused to sang¢tion 
trreyeemeat. The ‘Khedive’s mother has 
palate at es, and it was thought thé 
might all gothere. Smyrna, too, was spoken 
of, but at the last moment Naples was fixed 
on, in which neighborhood the late King of 
Italy made over a property to the Khediye in 
part payment of a large sum of money 
advaneed some years since. Un every account 
it was desirable that the late Khedive should 
leave the country at an early moment, 
and no one can eomplain of his 
departure being unduly delayed. 
The deposition was Officially made known at 3 
p. m. on Thursday, the 20th, and in exactly 
four day s—namely, at 3 p. m. on Monday,the 
20th—the ex-monarch was an exile. Since 
Friday all hands have been at work on the 
Mahrossa, perhaps the finest yachtin. the 
world, Having taken in & stock of coals,stores 
and provisions, the yacht was ready to re- 
ceive the first detachment of the Khedi val ha- 
rem at 8 p. m. this (Monday) morning. They 
arrived from Cairo by special train, and were 
sent off in steam launches and barges. Most 
of the ladies wore suitable traveling European 
costumes, with light and elegant 
veils or apologies for ‘*vahmah;’’ but the 
servants of different grades wore the tarha and 
khatara of the ordinary make. The styles of 
beauty were as varied as the toilets. Some of 
the ladies had hair and complexion as fair as 
those of Enghsh women. Others were of the 
Spanish type, with black hair and eyes. Ex-

| Capt. Matthew Webb comes of an old and 
highly respected Salopian family. He is 
| of twelve ehildre n, and was bornin Dawlev. 
in Shropshire, in the vear 183s. 
childhood days on the banks of the Severn, 
where he learned to swim, and there, near the 
vreat iron bridge, he saved a younger member 
of his family from drowning. This 
was his first aquatic feat. He was Dorn 
with a love for the water and pre- 
vaiied upon his friends to let him go to sea. 
Ata very early age he donned the blue frock 
and blanket trousers of a naval apprentice on 
board the training ship Conway. Here he 
learned to band. reef and steer, and was well 
trained inall that goesto make a thorough 
seaman. -On board this vessel he became fa- 
mous by saving the life of a shipmate who fell 
overboard inthe Mersey. After leaving the 
Conway, Captain Web) ‘*served his time’? in 
the emplov of the Rathbone Brothers, of Liv- 
t | erpool. Hie went 10 literaily at the hawse 
| holes and came out at the cabin windows. He 
was chief officer of the Henyist and other sea- 
going ships. On the 25d of April, 1872 
while returning in the Russia, of the Cunard 
line, from New York to Liverpool, whither 
he was compelled to work bis passage owing 
to disaster and financial difficuities, a seaman 
on one of the lower yardarms fell into the sea, 
which was running mountains high. The ves- 
sel was going at a great rate of speed, and 
there was a gale of wind blowing. Notwith- 
standing these disadvantages Captain Webb 
jumped on the rail and leaped into the sea to 
the drowning man’s rescue. He did not find 
the sailor, but was not taken from the water 
for more than half an bour, owing to the state 
of the weather. For this brave attempt the 
passengers presented him with £100, and the 
Liverpool Humane Society the silver medal 
of the Royal Humane Society. In 1875 Cap- 
tain Webb swam across the English Chan- 
nel from Dover to Calais in 21 1-2 hours, af- 
ter aterrific battle with wind and tide. For 
this he received a great ovation from the citi- 
zens of his native town. Later on he tried 
to swim 56 consecutive hours on the Thames. 
but owing to the filthy condition of the water 
was unable to remain in longer than 10. Even | 
then he was nearly poisoned. +-He swam for 
6 consecutive days with several famous swim- 
mers shortly afterward, no one to stay in the 
Water longer than 14 hours ea¢ h bey iy, and beat 
the second man easily by 12 mi Captain 
Webb said vesterday that he swam 14 hours 
each of the first two days, but did not find it 
hecessary todo so afterwards. He has been 
teaching swimming at Brixton and other fa- 
mous English baths _— then.
